‘The fire broke out in a small Chi- 
nese housy in’ the Nerth Homm Read, a 
short distances north of-the Japanese hotel, 
which wis built asthe railway hotel. ‘There 
being # strong wind blewing from the north. 
west the fire, after it onee -burst from the 
small house in which. it originated, spread 
with enormona rapidity.

the first f arrive on the scene being the 
Mth Ho Loung Hook and Ladder Truck, 
ther the ‘ Deluge,” next the “‘ Victoria,” 
and.tho Hengkew No, 2. and the French 
engine ‘‘Torrent” “were a’ few minutes 
later.
